Claims 1-15 and 17-32 are allowed.

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 



The prior art does not teach all the limitations found in independent claims 1,15, 28, and 
32. U.S. Patent No. 5,283,447 to Olbright and U.S. Patent No. 6,238,944 to Floyd both disclose 
a similar system to that of the present application. However, independent claims 1,15, 28, and 
32 teach an implantation region bordering, but not impinging upon, an aperture area. However, 
both Olbright and Floyd show implantation regions impinging upon the aperture area. 
Furthermore, both Floyd and Olbright do not teach a dielectric mirror placed directly on top of 
the top semiconductor DBR stack, as is claimed in independent claims 1,15, 28, and 32.
